Britain's New 
War Debt Note 


Long Reply to American 


Position to be Pub- 


lished Friday 


APPEALS TO PEOPLE 


Message Intended for 


Gtizens as Well as 


For Officials 


Washington— (23— Poring over a 


6,000 word note from Great Britain, 
President Hoover and his secre- 
taries of state and treasury deliber- 
ated today as to what should be 
America's next war debts move. 


The document was carried to the 


White House by Secretary Stimson 
immediately after it had been de- 
livef ed to him at his home the first 
thing this morning by Sir Ronald 
Luiday, British ambassador. 


President Hoover at once--called 


in Secretary Mills who has worked 
with, him closely throughout the 
difficulties. 


After an hour with the president 


both secretaries left the White 
House smilingly declining to com- 
ment. They said the British reply 
would be made public for tomor- 
row morning newspapers. 


The text was understood to pre- 


sent reasons why Great 
Britain 


feels her request for postponement 
of her December payments and for 
a discussion of the whole war debt 
matter should.be granted. 


Before the day is over, Washing- 


ton officials expected also to re- 
ceive France's reply to the Ameri- 
can note which denied an extension 
of the moratorium to cover Decem- 
ber payments, and stating that war 
debt revision is a matter for con- 
gress to decide. The notes sent last 
week also set forth, however, Presi- 
dent Hoover's intention of recom- 
mending that congress set up an 
agency to discuss the situation with 
America's war debtors. 


The Polish ambassador, Tytus Fil- 


ipowicz, called on Under-secretary 
Castle at the state department today 
and discussed the war debt situa- 
tion. On leaving, he said his govern' 
ment is preparing another note 
which, probably will be presented 
here within two weeks.

London—(2P)—Great Britain sought 


the ear of the- average American 
today in her second- urgent request 
for postponement of the $95,550,000 
war debt payment due Dec. 15. - 


It was a 6,000-word message— 


equivalent to an hour long speech 
—that sped across the Atlantic. It 
aslsed the citizens of the 
United 


States to pass up the December 
payment and consider revision of 
the whole structure of war debts. 


The document stated the specific 


reasons why Great Britain believes 
the request should be granted. The 
condition of the government's fi- 
nancial structure was outlined, and 
the British 
suggestion that the 


whole world, including the United 
States, would benefit was set" forth. 


No tangle of long legal terminol- 


ogy was there to puzzle the reader, 
and the government in Whitehall 
agreed the idea was to reach be- 
yond President Hoover, the state 
department, and congress to the 
great mass of the American peo- 
ple. 


Technically, of course, the docu- 


ment was dispatched to Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, the British ambassador at

Toledo, Ohio —(IP)— One woman 


was wounded fatally and numerous 
lives were imperiled last night in a 
machine gun attack by gangsters at 
a downtown corner. Miss Louise 
Bell, 28, was struck in the head and 
died a few hours later. The attack 
was believed aimed at her compan- 
ion, Jack Kennedy, 24, described by 
officers as a bootlegger. He was 
taken to police headquarters for 
questioning. 


Miss Bell and Kennedy were rid- 


ing in an automobile in front of the 
Toledo interurban station shortly 
before midnight when the machine 
gunners in another car forced Ken- 
nedy to the curb and fired a burst 
of shots in his direction. One slug 
struck the y6ung woman and the 
others passed through the station 
windows.

In Ail" Strength, 
Davison Reports 


Assistant War 
Secretary 


Gives Details of TJ. S. 


Aerial Power 


Washington— (iP)— The 
United 


States ranks fourth in air power. 
This was remarked inpon today in 
the annual report of F. Trubee 
Davison, assistant secretary of war 
for air. 


While he did not name the na- 


tions stronger, aviation 
reference 


works showed France leading, with 
Italy second and Great 
Britain 


third. 


Mr. Davison based his estimate of 


American strength on the full pow- 
er this country could employ in a 
particular operation where armies, 
navies and air forces would be used 
to full capacity. 


Five additional pursuit squadrons 


remain to be organized to complete 
the overseas air defenses in Pana- 
ma and Hawaii in the army's avia- 
tion expansion scheme, Davison 
said in his annual report covering 
the so-called five-year development 
program of the air corps. The pro- 
gram has not been completed on 
schedule because of curtailment of 
appropriations. 


But Davison reported progress in 


-the,.expansion ^plans, noting that 
during the. fiscal "year- ending last 
June- 30,- four additional pursuit 
squadrons and two bombardment 
squadixms ^.together, with certain 
auxiliary^units were'-reconstituted.- 


The forming of these units, he ex- 


plained made it possible to orga- 
nize for the first tune two complete 
wings 'Of the service, each consisting 
of a bombardment group and a pur- 
suit group, one of which, is stationed 
on the Pacific coast, at March field, 
California, and the other at Langley 
field, Virginia, in the east. 


On June JO there were a total of 


1,814 airplanes 
available for 
the 


regular army, national guard and 
organized reserves, Davison said. 


An attack wing, consisting of an 


attack group of three squadrons 
and a pursuit group of two squad- 
rons, with auxiliary units, will be 
organized from units already in ex- 
istence within a short time. 
The 


eventual home of this wing is to be 
Barksdale field, Shreveport, La.

Wisconsin and upper Michigan pa- 
per and pulp mills met here today 
to organize for joint action to meet 
the acute condition in the industry 
caused by the depreciated currency 
of foreign nations. 


Foreign pulp is being floated into 


Wisconsin rivers direct from Eur- 
ope at from 10 to 40 per cent below 
what American manufacturers can 
make it for, mill men declared. 
They want a surtax levied on im- 
portations to .equalize the money 
values. 


Joseph M. Conway, president of 


the Hoberg Paper and Pulp com- 
pany, declared that'the situation 
pointed directly to the' collapse of 
every pulp mill in the state un- 
less immediate protection is ob- 
tained. 


"If the pulp mills of Wisconsin 


fail it is the death knell of the en- 
tire paper industry in the state 
within a few years." Conway said. 
Representatives of 21 other mills 
agreed unanimously that the situ- 
ation is that serious.

Washington—GP)—Speaker Garner 


received representatives c° demon- 
strators converging on Washington 
today, but refused to grant them a 
permit to parade on the capitol 
grounds next week. Vice President 
Curtis refused to see them. 


Herbert Benjamin of Chicago, and 


William Reynolds of Detroit, repre- 
senting those sponsoring the march, 
informed the speaker that despite 
his refusal they expected to "call" 
upon congress. 


The two previously had made an 


effort to see Vice President Curtis, 
but were informed by telephone 
the vice president would not re- 
ceive them. 


The vice president and the speak- 


er are the only authorities who may 
grant permits for parades or dem- 
onstrations on the capitcl grounds. 


Benjamin and Reynolds left with 


Garner a formal statement outlin- 
ing three demands. The first was 
that the 
congressional program 


should be organized "in such a man- 
ner that the problem of bread shall 
be placed before the question of 
beer." 


They also asked that the march- 


ers be provided with food lodging, 
a place of assemblage and that "the 
necessary provisions be made" to 
permit them to present on Capitol 
Hill their "program and demands."

islation to give American farmers 
"a fighting chance to hold their 
homes" was advocated today by 
Secretary Hyde in his annual report 
to President Hoover. 


Hyde also told the president there 


are "many indications that material 
improvement in the income from 
agriculture will occur within the 
next few years." 


Saying that foreclosures on farm 


mortgages are "all too prevalent," 
the agriculture department head 
added that the "powers of our cred- 
it institutions must be broadened 
and legal restrictions relaxed." 


The reconstruction 
corporation 


and other legislation has aided, he j 
said, bat "more needs to be done.'" 


Agriculture was described by the 


secretary as "the great shock ab- 
sorber and stabilizing influence in 
hard times." 


Explaining this is due to the fact 


that farm production "can not be 
adjusted quickly to changes in de- 
mand," Hyde continued: 


"Sustained 
f a r m 
production, 


though it helps to force 
prices 


down, makes life easier for wage 
earners with reduced incomes, and { 
lessens the burden of unemploy- 
ment relief. 


"It is necessity, of course, and not 


philanthropy, that obliges agricul- 
ture to fill this role. Nevertheless, 
agriculture does so, to the substan- 
tial benefit of the community. This 
should be remembered when farm- 
ers ask public support for agricul- 
tural relief measures."

against the determining effect of 
prices. The courses of prices is the 


fundamental condition of all their 
immediate plans, and the dominant 
factor making for success or failure. 


It is for this reason that the atti- 


tude of indifference, impotence and 
obstinate obstruction in Washington 
about the effect of war debts on 
currencies, trade, and prices is a 
kind of tragic lunacy. From the way 
the politicians talk one would sup- 
pose they thought tnat the whole 
problem was whether foreigners 
could bluff the country out of 125 
million dollars. Perhaps some of 
them do really think that. But if 
they do, they do not begin to un- 
derstand the world they live in and 
presume to govern.

For what they are doing is, un- 


consciously, innocently, but ruth- 
lessly to batter down the fragile 
supports of reconstruction and re- 
covery. In the foreground of their 
attack are the currencies of half the 
world, which depend upon sterling, 
and the Lausanne settlement, which 
is the cornerstone of the new Eu- 
rope arising from the ruin and ha- 
tred of the war.

In a world 
which-is bleeding with its wounds, 
in a world threatened on all its 
flanks by war and revolution, they 
cry out for a policy to divide, to dis- 
unite, to disorganize the common ac- 
tion of the strongest and most ad- 
vanced nations.

pect peace to return to this troubled 
earth if the British, French and 
American democracies get into a 
brawl over the immediate payment 
of a few dollars?

Indigents May Select Own 


Physician, According 


To Proposal 


After months of study, the Outa- 


gamie-co Medical society has pre- 
sented to the common council and 
the county board a plan for the care 
of the indigent sick in this locality. 
The plan is one of the many prob- 
lems of public health on which the 
society 
has 
been 
industriously 


working for the past four years, and 
was presented in this locality simul- 
taneously wit>> the report of the Na- 
tional Committee on the Costs of 
Medical Care in New York this 
week. 


Will Cut Costs 


Aware of the fact that the drain 


on the public funds is heavily in- 
creased, the society has designed a 
plan which it believes will give 
the dependent better medical serv- 
ice at a greatly reduced cost to the 
public. Its two outstanding features 
are that the indigent is privileged 
to select his own doctor, and that 
the costs for services given by doc- 
tors in indigent cases is set by a 
3omt medical society 
and public 


relief committee, not by the doc- 
tor who handled the 
case. In 


this way the persons who must de- 
pend upon the taxpayers' funds for 
medical care have the right to be 
cared for by the doctor in whom 
he places the most confidence, and 
at the same time the cost of this 
service will be definitely regulated. 


At a meeting held in September, 


1928, 
the medical society, of the 


irnanimous opinion that all matters 
concerning health problems should 
be controlled by the members of 
the medical fraternity, outlined a 
definite course o_ action with a 
view to obtaining the greatest de- 
giee of efficiency 
in matters of 


public health. This program is be- 
ing accomplished through succes- 
sive steps, the first of which was 
the study of the iodine problem and 
the formulation of definite rules for 
the administration 
of the iodine 


treatment to schoolchildren. Some 
of the various problems which have 
been studied and successfully car- 
ried out by the society in coopera- 
tion with city and county author- 
ities and the Appleton Woman's 
club, have been 
anti-tuberculosis 


health examinations, examination of 
all schoolchildren, baby clinics, and 
crippled children clinics. 


The plan for caring for ihe indi- 


gent sick, which has been absorbing 
the attention 
of the society for 


many months, proposes that every 
indigent medical or surgical case 
cared for by local doctors be proper- 
ly authorized-by written order from 
either the public relief commission- 
••er or the public relief committee, 
• and that no, services^no matter_how 


small, Is to be paid-for out of pub- 
lic funds, unless such authorization 


,_ has been obtained prior to the- ser- 


vice, except in strictly emergency 
cases where proper authorization is 
unobtainable at the immediate mo- 
ment. 


All indigent cases are to be com- 


pletely described by the doctors, in 


• reports which are to include com- 
jplete diagnosces and detailed, itemiz- 
ed statements of treatment for the 
services given. These statments, 
which are to carry no charges, will 
be reviewed once a month by a spe- 


" cial auditing committee of the med- 


ical society and the public relief 
committee. The public relief com- 
mittee will determine the value of 
the work, with the medical society 
committee merely acting in an ad- 
visory capacity and recommending 
the charges which it would con- 
sider fair for the work described 
on the reports. 


In cases where medical or sur- 


gical work recommended by a fam- 


• ily physician may seem unneces- 


sary, an opinion may be obtained 
irom a 
consultation 
committee 


made up of members of the medical 
society. In cases where it would 


~ seem that a doctor has done un- 
k necessary work, his claim for these 
I services can be disallowed by the 
" auditing committee. 


Hitherto all indigent 
cases not 


Handled by the city and county 
physician were turned over to oth- 
er doctors and bills for the serv- 
ices given were submitted to the 
public relief committee. If the work 
had been properly authorized, the 
-bill was approved by the commit- 
tee and paid by the city. The lack 
of umformity in charging for in- 
digent work done by local doctors 
has resulted in higher medical costs 
for the city and county, the medical 
society feels.

St. Augustine monks decided to- es- 
tablish a monastery at Ives, the vil-

'have changed. 


The little village that was known 


for its saloons, dives and gambling 
dens has become a model commu- 
nity with social activity centering 
around the parish 'house of the 
church. 


The monks didn't drive the sa- 


loons and dives out. They bought 
•them out. 


Back in the '90s the "sports" 


used to drive out from Racine in 
livery-rigs to sow their wild oats 
at Ives. The saloons were running 
full blast. There were a number of 
gambling, dens, the town was wide 
open and the sky with the limit. 


The coming of the automobile 


only enhanced the reputation -of 
Ives. The saloons became brighter, 
the -gambling.more- wide.open and. 
the dives thicker. Even the com- 
ing of prohibition made little dif- 
ference. So far as the visitor could 
ascertain, Ives never heard of the 
18th amendment. 


Then in the fall of 1926 Father 


Gelasius Kra'us, superior of 
the 


monastery, came. 
He bought a 


bowling alley and the St. Augustine 
monks made it into a church. One 
of the alleys made an ideal church 
aisle.

Then the monks bought a gam- 


bling den and transformed it into 
a parish house.- In 1929 the monks 
bought an old saloon building and 
transformed it into • a • parochial 
school which now has 90 pupils. 


The following year, the people, 


irked by the unsavory reputation 
which clung to their community 
despite its model morals, petitioned 
the county board to change the 
name of the village .from Ives-to 
St. Rita; The petition was granted. 
The reformation of Ives was com- 
plete.

The monks have built an attrac- 


tive garden around the church, 
where a shrine-of St. Rita is banked 
with flowers throughout the sum- 
mer. On one side of the monas- 
tery ' the' monks maintain their 
truck garden.

OLD AGE INCOME VS. TJNEMPLOY-. 


MENT INSURANCE 


The opposition within the American 


Federation of Labor to lending the active 
jupport of that organization to the prin- 
ciple of unemployment insurance is vir- 
ile and clearheaded, even if outvoted. It 
sees 
unemployment 
insurance 
as 
a 


mere term, at this time nothing short 
of a fantasy, 
and opposes using 
the 


strength of the federation to follow 
a will-o'-the-wisp when 
there 
are 


at hand problems affecting labor IB 
which real progress is possible provided 
the-strength and the councils be not di- 
vided. 


Andrew Furuseth, long a leading ex- 


ponent "of organized labor, head of the 
International Seamen's Union, after an 
extensive study of the unemployment in- 
surance plans operating in 
Germany, 


Great Britain and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries declared that "no unemployment in- 
surance bill that could be enacted would 
assure the working man his indepen- 
dence.". 


If unemployment insurance is practical, 


worthwhile or actually upon the threshold 
of a new era in America then labor's 
theory of keeping government out of it 
is the correct one, although labor should 
resolutely demand that the cost be equal- 
ly shared by worker and employer. 


Under prevailing conditions unemploy- 


ment insurance is not practical and regret 
can only arise at the political or other 
strength wasted in bending or swaying 
the cohorts of labor in that direction. On 
the other hand old age income is prac- 
tical and may be said to be actually stand- 
ing on the doorstep crying for admission 
to the deaf ears of those enraptured with 
the hazy, ethereal beauties of a word 
picture. 


In all the discussion among our teem- 


ing millions, so many of whom, from 
mastership in the greatest corporation to 
the humblest position in the smallest one, 
stand ready and anxious to do a full 
share in building a better and nobler so- 
ciety, there is always a studied effort, it 
would seem, to avoid the stern and yet 
not unlovely .realities of life, and live in 
a house of make-believe. 


The man in public life will too often 


say something about like this: 


"Our difficulty is that wealth is un- 


equally divided, and the paradox of 
want in the midst of abundance, of 
poverty in the midst of plenty, is oc- 
' casioned by the lack of spending 
power with, the masses, caused by an 
absence of money in their pockets; 
therefore, give the people more money 
and they will spend more and every- 
thing will be well again." 
That idea by itself is like a creampuff, 


a potato souffle, or a toy balloon. While 
it is true that if the people had more 
money they might spend more there is 
little effort to ascertain the true facts af- 
fecting the distribution of wealth. No 
lasting good can be accomplished unless 
the attention is directed to some basic 
ideas that have been slurred over, con- 
cealed or forgotten. 
Increasing wages, 


indeed, giving to labor every cent that 
industry makes and freezing the stock- 
holders out from all dividends, would not 
insure the desired goal. To accomplish 
the desired result we must concern our- 
selves, not alone with earnings, not alone 
with money which represents means of 
exchanging wealth, but with the creation 
of reservoirs of wealth itself in the form 
of high grade investments that may be 
tapped by each of those who has contrib- 
uted to the accumulation, and in his turn. 


If we do not seek to follow such a 


practical plan in a thoroughly practical 
fashion then let us send couriers out to 
search for Aladdin and his wonderful 
lamp. There is no road between. The 
worker must either make, safe and sound- 
ly invest, the moneys, to which the em- 
ployer should contribute an identical 
amount, or we must look for a miracle. 


If statesmen do not appreciate this 


they 
are 
singularly 
uninformed 
or 


thoughtless and if they do not speak it 
they are either afraid to tell the people 
the facts or fear the burden put upon 
their shoulders of constructing a system 
built solely upon facts. 


Theoretically every normal 
person 


could provide for his own old age in- 
come, could'provide for his own unem- 
ployment insurance but will not, or in the 
honest attempt to do so, fails. In that 
situation it becomes a legitimate func- 
tion of government to assist by the uni- 
formity of its compulsion in the under- 
taking. Although if the assistance is not 
based upon correct and proven princi- 
ples the interference of the government 
would be worse than conditions that pre- 
vail.

Unemployment insurance, to be worthy 


. fi£ the name, must continue to be a failure 


because of reasons that make old age in- 
come a success. In the former practically 
all loss is likely to come at one time, a 
period of depression, where the demands 
upon the wealth set aside for the purpose 
will result in quickly wiping it out if not 
in materially depreciating its value be- 
cause of the necessity of turning it into 
currency. Ten million unemployed at one 
time show the gigantic size of the ven- 
ture and present the difficulty of pro- 
viding more, in a period of this character, 
than merely of support for those found 
destitute. 


Old age income presents the reverse 


of the picture. There is never either a 
torrent or a hurricane. There is neither 
famine nor luxury. 
Constructed upon 


the idea of thirty years of employment, 
the demand upon the wealth saved and 
reserved for the purpose of providing the 
income can be foretold with almost per- 
fect accuracy, certainly more accurately 
than life insurance companies today suc- 
cessfully build their reserves to • pay at 
death. 


Old age income is therefore practical 


Unemployment insurance is not practical. 
Indeed it is so utterly impractical that 
even its proponents do not attempt to pro- 
vide it excepting for a few weeks. Old 
age income is today so practical that 
cautious and conservative insurance com- 
panies stand willing to make contracts for 
it, with a fixed premium and a fixed 
amount to be paid when the insured 
reaches a certain age. Companies cannot 
be found to insure against unemploy- 
ment. To do so they might as well sign 
a consent to bankruptcy. Is it not singu- 
lar that in a country where every possible 
form of insurance is for sale no one has 
dared to bring forth a policy for real un- 
employment? 
And if men cannot sit 


and actually visualize such a plan, and 
safely provide for it, what is the sense 
in advocating it excepting to'mouth some 
honeyed words? 


Old age income has many other hu- 


man features in its favor. The dread of 
penury in old age is a fearsome burden 
to carry through life. 
The satisfaction 


arising from the knowledge that in age 
burdens may be laid down and yet the 
individual and his family have reason- 
able provision to support them indepen- 
dently must always be reckoned a ma- 
terial influence added to the happiness 
and contentment of the race, a wonderful 
spur to nerve men on and inure them to 
unavoidable hardships in the meantime. 


Unemployment, bitter as its pangs may 


be, would in case of the establishment of 
old age income, be a hardship only for 
the younger ones, who could stand its 
rigors better and be taught by its occa- 
sional incursions to provide against its 
onset. 


In the meantime old age income is at 


the threshold but so enamoured are many 
leaders with the entertaining strains of 
unemployment insurance that no one 
seems to realize the fact. 


JUSTICE TO THE RUSSIANS 


Prior to the Bolshevist upheaval in 


Kussia'the Equitable Life Assurance So- 
ciety of New York was doing business at 
a branch established by it in the metropo- 
lis now known as Leningrad. It wrote 
a policy for 10,000 rubles (about $5,000) 
on the life of Nisson Rudkowsky who was 
in the business of making macaroni. 


When the empire was overthrown 


Rudkowsky. escaped into Finland while 
the Soviet authorities seized his property 
and even confiscated his insurance poli- 
cies, little good though it did them. 


Rudkowsky wanted back the cash sur- 


render value of his policy but the Equita- 
ble took the position that it had a right to 
write off its books all its liabilities in 
Russia because the Soviets, representing 
such government as Russia had, had seized 
all its property in that country. 


There is considerable equity in this 


claim. The insurance company made a 
practice of investing in Russia its income 
received there and expected to pay its 
losses from its investments. 


But Rudkowsky, shorn of everything 


in the world, finally got to this country 
and commenced action on Ms policy. 


The New York courts have just held 


that the Equitable must pay him, that 
since the policy holder had made all the 
payments required of him he was entitled 
to collect, that it was so written in the 
policy, and that because the Equitable lost 
some of its assets in Russia was hard luck 
but not the hard luck of the policyholder. 


It is said that this decision, if affirmed 


upon appeal, will mean a total loss of 
about 7 million dollars as that was the 
amount of business the Equitable was do- 
ing in Russia, not a great loss to a strong 
company but a wonderful present to Rus- 
sians standing in a breadline all day to get 
a ticket for something to eat. 


The Soviets would probably refuse 


Russians who have policies the right to 
come to America to bring suit and they 
would have to take their chance at getting 
past guards' bullets along the border. 
That is the story of Tantalus all over 
again. Here is 7 million dollars in good 
American money awaiting a few thousand 
hungry and destitute Russians, and their 
government, which should protect them, 
won't let them get it. They might get too 
"class conscious" if they'had a full belly, 
but then they would at least be conscious 
of something. 


It must be an amazing revelation to 


the Soviet government to know 
that 


American courts make a practice of deal- 
ing 
fairly 
with foreigners and even 


against their own institutions.

In young persons cold clammy 


feet often indicate hypothyroidism 
or insufficient thyroid gland activ- 
ity. Whether or not there is a sug- 
gestion of goiter or of physical and 
mental torpor or lassitude, , such 
young persons need a suitable iodin 
ration. I am glad to instruct any 
reader who wishes to take an iodin 
ration; inclose stamped envelope 
bearing your address and ask for 
instructions for taking Iodin Ration. 


Where the trouble is due to ex-

cessive sweating of the feet, the 
sweating may be controlled by, oc- 
casional application to the stocking 
feet or to the li ing of the shoes, of 
a solution of one ounce of standard 
Formaldehyde in three or four 
ounces of water.

New York —OT— When Herbert 


Hoover puts the White House be 
hind him next March he will find 
stretching before him traditional 
avenues for activity as varied as 
the fan-shaped streets of the na- 
tion's capital. 


The records of those who went 


before show the man who rose from 
blacksmith's son to president will 
have precedent for entering any 
one of a number of occupations. 


History shows the majority of 


former presidents, beginning with 
George Washington, retired 
from 


public life. James Monroe, when 
asked to serve as an elector from 
his native Virginia, refused, stating 
that a former president should re- 
frain from active participation in 
political contests. He did, however, 
accept a local magistracy and was 
a member of the Virginia consti 
tutional convention. 


Conversely, John Quincy Adams, 


when asked to become a candidate 
to 
congress from Plymouth-Co, 


Mass, replied that "to serve in that 
capacity could not possibly be be- 
neath the dignity of any Ameri- 
can citizen." He was elected and 
served in. congress until death 
struck Mm down in the very cham- 
ber itself. Andrew Johnson was 
elected a senator upon retiring from, 
the presidency but died before tak- 
ing office. 
William Howard Taft 
became 


chief justice of the United States— 
from 1921 until his death in 1930. 


Theodore Roosevelt and Millard 
Fillmore were active in politics af- 
ter forming third parties. The for- 
mer was nominal .head of the Bull 
Moose or Progressive party while 
the latter ran for the presidency 
again, on the "American" or "Know 
Nothing" party ticket. 


Roosevelt, on leaving the White 


House, first went to Africa to hunt 
big game and collect zoological 
specimens for the Smithsonian in- 
stitution. After his defeat in the 
strenuous three-party election of 
1912, he became an associate edi- 
tor of the "Outlook." 


Gen U. S. Grant, upon leaving of- 


fice, toured the world and after his 
return to America embarked up- 
on a business career, which, owing 
to a partner's dishonesty ended in 
disaster. He then wrote his "Mem- 
oirs" at the instigation of Mark 
Twain. The book had a tremend- 
ous sale. 


Grover Cleveland, twice presi- 


dent, came to New York city to 
practice law after completing his 
first four years. After his second 
term he became connected with an 
insurance company. 


Rutherford B. Hayes, nineteenth 


president, left the White House to 
re-enter the practice of law in Ohio, 
served on educational boards, and 
accepted the commandership of the 
Loyal Legion, an organization of 
Civil war veterans. 


Calvin Coolidge, another former 


president who entered the insur- 
ance field, has also done consider- 
able writing.

British Wheat 
Subsidy Lauded 
By Farm Experts 


Economists Claim Serious 


Collapse Has Been 


Averted 


London— £P3— Farm economists 


and the administrators of England's 
subsidy to wheat fanners are con- 
vinced tBat in its first six months 
of operation the subsiaj has avert- 
ed a serious collapse which threat- 
ened an important section, of En- 
glish agriculture. 


The subsidy guarantees a price of 


10 shillings a hundredweight to 


basis of the present low pound, this 
is the equivalent of about 85.cents 
a bushel} 
The grower is paid the difference 


between that figure and the aver- 
age price of wheat in England. 
Funds are obtained from a tax on 
imported wheat and flour. 


The scheme had its origin in the 


fact that farmers, especially in 
eastern England, where wheat long 
has been a traditional crop, were 
approaching such desperate 
cir-

some such assistance, direct and un-

Of'Psychological Play 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 


While most Bridge writers place 


considerable stress on the impor- 
tance'. Of the psychological element 
-in the- game, one-usuaLy finds-.that 
they -deal -only with' its" application 
to., bidding.. I do not recollect ever 
seeing, an illustration of the effect 
of psychology on th'e" play, and ' I 
therefore venture ;to draw attention 
to the following hand, which occur- 
red -the~ other evening, and:forms, I 
think, as pretty'an '"example-'of psy- 
chological play-as it would be ^pos- 
sible to find.

The positions, of 
the'club King and Queen were not 
so clear, there being a good" chance 
that one of them at least, ^lay on 
South's left. While it was probable," 
however, that, - if West. held, either 
of these cards, .South should.be one 
trick light, there was still, a -chance 
of., _bringing . off 
a "successful 


"squeeze," and South .-set out. to 
frame his ,plans accordingly. 


. Rapidly" South".' looked ahead" to 
the time-when he should have four 
cards left, .two of which would be 
trumps and the other, two "losers," 
since he must part with the. Ace of 
clubs in order to get the lead in his 
own hand.-East would then^ in all 
probability hold, in addition to the 
Ace-Queen of spades, either King- 
Queen,- King-x or Queen-x of clubs. 
What would he--discard on South's 
next trump lead? This obviously de- 
pended- on South's discard of the 
diamonds'. 


If South discarded 
two spades, 


East would in all probability dis- 
card the spade^ Queen. But would he 
carry his reasoning to its logical 
conclusion and discard the Ace also 
on South's last trump? It was clear- 
ly necessary, to take, into account 
East's= "class" before.. .proceeding. 
South knew-him to-be -just_a mod- 
erate kind of player, who, Awhile 
making no bad mistakes, would be 
likely to fall short in a crisis such' 
as this, and decided that, at the last 
East would "shirk" parting "with the 
•spade Ace and would compromise a 
club. This . would defeat South, 
since East -and • West must then 
make the-last 2 tricks. 
. . . 


Clearly, therefore, South 
must 


discard a spade and the Knave of 
clubs' and -rely upon East keeping 
as his last three cards the Ace of 
spades and two clubs. It was pos- 
sible that in view of South's discard 
of a club East might have a "brain- 
wave" and discard both his clubs, 
but here again South's knowledge 
of his mentality was of assistance. 
He knew that East was well ac- 
quainted with the wiles of false- 
carding and without analyzing the 
position very clearly, he would 
probably, on seeing the club Knave 
immediately say to himself, "Aha! 
Another of South's falsecardsl" In 
any case the risk hac1 to be taken. 


Everything,worked put beautiful-, 


ly. South discarded a spade and the 
Knave of clubs, led a club and won 
with the Ace, and then led five 
more trumps. On the last of these, 
East, who held King-x of clubs, dis- 
carded the spade Queen, thus giv- 
ing South liis contract. 


Of course, the whole point of the 


hand is that, had East "been a first- 
class player, South's " best policy' 
would have been- to discard two 
spades and to rely upon East dis- 
carding both the Ace and Queen. 
Or.again, had the latter been one 
of the world's "ranking"-players, he 
might, when South discarded two 
spades, have argued that South was 
probably bluffing, 
and discarded 


two clubs'. And, in-that case, would

hot'South's best plan have been to 
try a "double bluff'.by .discarding a 
spade and a club?

My" Dear Mrs. Post: Areyou 


willing to state.your opinion, as we 
say to political aspirants, of gamb- 
ling, "at -the bridge "table? 
. . 


Answer: Certainly • I am willing 


to. say. that I think gambling one 


of the most appaling dangers that 
certain temperaments can encoun- 
ter. But for those of normal tem- 
perament I would not put playing 
for small amounts of money in the 
gambling category unless 
even 


these small amounts are more-than 
•a player can easily afford to lose, 
no matter if lie loss continuously. 


But there is one point of consid- 


eration, that every hostess owes her 
guests, which is protection from 
being forced into playing 'for stakes 
which, can embarrass them.. Giving 
a" guest a chance to decline her'in- 
-vitatiori beforehand is really much 
more important in the-case of .a 
man than' in the case' of a woman. 
A woman is apt to feel free to say, 
"I'm sorry but I never play for 
more than" so much." But a man 
.is made to feel that a refusal on .his 
part is an embarrassing confession 
of financial failure, a position .that 
no hostess .of good breeding would 
ever put him in. If people coming 
to her house, for instance, are 
known 'to play ' together," nothing 
need be said, but if. strangers are 
'invited to" play" with others. who 
.play",for"certain stakes,'. the'hostess 
-should say- when she' invites.' them, 
"The Smiths, and Browns and 'Rob- 
insons are. coming... .They all play 
for a tenth of a cent. Is that all 
right?" The one invited can either 
say, "I'm sorry, I don't play for 
money," or, "My limit is a hun- 
.dreth 'of a cent"—or for some other 
tain few communities ..of the very 
reason decline the invitation.

the safety point. The expert who 
is attached to the clinic or the hos- 
pital will find the cause and indi- 
cate treatment for its cure, if cure 
is possible.

- Waste no time in berating the 
children who used the child for 
their own ends. Children have no 
understanding of the moralities in 
question. They must be trained in- 
to them and the leaders can safely 
be left to the teachers and parents 
while you attend to the weak child. 


Sometimes a child is driven be- 


yond his powers in school. 
The 


parents.are so ianxious to have their 
children shine that they push them 
on, make them take courses they 
are not fitted to take, make them 
try to adjust to-situations for which 
they are mentally, socially and 
physically unfitted 
and the chil- 


dren worry themselves into weak- 
ness and illness and trouble. 


These things are likely to happen 


even when "we have done our best 
to provide good associations for the 
children. Even the best neighbor- 
hood produces its wayward ones. 
But the weak child is the victim 
every time. Punishing the strong 
ones will not help him much. Were 
they removed from his environ- 
ment, and they should be at once, 
others are likely to take their 


places. The child's condition in- 
•vites'^hat sort of - treatment. 


If -he is weak the other children 


soon find it out and-pick on him. 
They chase him and make him re- 
deem himself with a ransom, He 
in his fear sees no .other way than 
to yield to them. It is his weak- 
ness and fear we must clear up. 
The discipline of the other children 
is not so difficult. Their demon- 
strations are usually the rise of 
racial traits that were called .into 
expression by the child's exhibition 
of fear and .weakness! Once they are 
shown that the game is up, they 
quit. Occasionally we have to deal 
with sub-normal children but this 
condition rises as often among per- 
fectly healthy normal children. 
.Have the weak child examined 
and treated.. Change his school. 
Change his associates. Say nothing 
about his. old. trouble. Build him up 
to standard and his fear will vanish 
with his weakness.

wnip—those who send out notices 
to be sure and be present—been 
deard calling the membership for 
business the first day of a session. 
Democratic Whip McDuffie of Ala- 
bama, and Republican Whip Bach- 
mann of West Virginia, are 
the 


'whippers.'' 


Whips originated in the British. 


House of Commons after that gov- 
ernment recognized them as an of- 
licial part of its legislative branch. 
They had no title but unwittingly 
were given one that has stuck. 
Slavery was practiced in England 


in those days and' "whippers" held 
slaves in line by applying- a long 
lash. While watching party mem- 
bers being rounded up in the house 
of commons one day, an out-lander 
described the men doing the job as 
""wnippers." This was later shorten-, 
ed to "whip" and when parties were 
formed in this country whips were 
appointed in congress. 


Duties of whips include lining, up 
their party members for votes on 
important 
legislation, 
notifying 


them of then: leaders' plans, and 
polling their colleagues on issues 
for the chieftains. 


They are selected ^y the majority 


and minority leaders. -While-they 
assume additional duties, they re- 
ceive no added compensation except 
the title and an extra clerk.

New York—CR—Earl -Browder, a 


member of the secretariat of the 
American Communist party, said at 
national headquarters today that 
ever since William Z. Foster first 
suggested a march on -Washington 
the party had been active in organ- 
izing and supporting such a move- 
ment both among Communists and 
non-Communists. 
Speaking for Foster, the party 


head, who is ill, Browder said the 
present 'march was decided on by 
the National Committee of Unem- 
ployment Councils on Oct. 10, but 
that Foster first suggested the ac- 
tion in a speech last Sept. 13. 
"The Communist party has defin- 
itely supported this move from the 
beginning," Browder said. 


A vast majority of the.marchers 


are not Communists, he added, "bu 
most of them become sympathetic 
in the course of the march." 


The party spokesman said the re- 


cent Communist national political 
campaign was aligned with plans 
for the march. As to the question 
what relation the international 
headquarters of the party has with 
the movement, Browder said that 
while no sanction was asked of the 
international party, "we send them 
our papers, and we receive papers 
from them." 


"The" Communist party," Browder 


declared, "has been tne main poli- 
tical leader of the fight for unem- 
ployment insurance, and this march 
fits right in with our whole concep- 
tion of the struggle for such relief, 
as well as for the demand for im- 
mediate winter relief. 


Expect 2,500 at Capital 


"We expect that 2,500 will reach 


Washington. These, in turn, repre- 
sent at least 40,000 organized in un- 
employed councils. Indirect repre- 
sentation, of course, is much broad- 
er. Ten times as many people-are 
active who are not members. The 
movement arises out of the activity 
of a mrprmum of 500,000 workers. 
For example, the Chicago marchers 
were confirmed in a mass demon- 
stration of 50,000 who paraded the 
streets in the rain. 


With respect to the recent Com- 


munist campaign and plans for the 
march, both of whicii took place 
about the same time, he said: 


"It is a misunderstanding of the 


Communist party to place one 
against the other. The two, things go 
together. Voting is one means of or- 
ganizing masses for unemployment 
insurance and marching is another. 
We do not prefer one over the oth- 
er. We prefer the use of both. The 
election' "activity supplements and 
strengthens the mass actions, and 
the mass actions strengthen 'the 
election work. We make no separa- 
tion between them. 


"The marchers will reach Wash- 


ington on Dec. 5—the day congress 
convenes. A petition asking for un- 
employment 
insurance will be 


formulated at a conference on that 
day and an attempt will be made 
to ~ present it to congress on the 
next.

over beer-in many lands which has 
come down. irom_ancient to modern 
tunes'and promises to be renewed 
when.. congress- meets next month 
and considers a bill which lies to- 
day on the^flesk of" Senator David 
" "Walsh, its author, -in Washington. 


It-was in 6,000 B. C., that the Ba- 


bylonian aired his blanket—a crude 
affair on which he wrapped barley 
to peimit it to germinate after hav- 
ing been steeped a^warm water.

nashing it with raw grain, bringing

If Death Strikes 


President-Elect 


Electors Would Name Pres- 


ident in Event of Death 


Before January 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington.:— Much 'confusiou 


seems to have arisen as a result of 
the pending 'lame CIUCK. amend- 
ment as to what the situation would 
be if any president-elect or vice 
president-elect were to die before 
inauguration day. 


The .'problem is somewhat differ- 


ent under the present constitution 
than it will, be when the "lame 
duck" amendment is ratified by 
three-fourths of the states which is 
expected to be in time for the 1936 
election. 


Meanwhile the provisions of the 


present constitution 
would apply 


and the various contingencies were 
diseased in a * special- report of a 
committee of .the house of repre- 
sentatives at the first session of 
the" present congress. It says in 
part: "A constitutional amendment 
is necessary to provide for the case 
of 'the death of a party nominee be- 
fore the> November election. Pres- 
ident electors, and not the presi- 
dent, are chosen at the November 
election.- The electors, under the 
present__constitution would be free 
to choose a president 
nofe» with- 


standing the death of a party nom- 
inee'." 


If a party nominee dies after the 


November election but before the 
electors meet in January, it still "is 
unnecessary to 
provide for 
the 


vacancy, since the 
question "in 


such a case 
would be a political 


one," according to the house com- 
mittee report, "for if the political 
party in some, manner did not des- 
ignate a person, the electors repre- 
senting,that political party would 
probably so scatter their vote that 
the election would be thrown into 
the house" 


So neither under the present con- 


stitution nor under the 
proposed 


"lame duck''^ amendment is there 
any provision made for what- shall 
be the procedure in case of a. va- 
cancy before the electors meet. It 
is taken for granted that the elec- 
tors .may vote for whomever they 
please Taut that they would prob- 
ably be guided by the advice of 
the national committee of the tri- 
umphant party in selecting either a 
president or a vice president. 


Courts Would Rule 


Once the electors have met, how- 


ever, and have chosen a president 
and a vice president, there is no 
provision to reconvene the electoral 
college if either of the two persons 
elected to the office of president^ or 
vice president should die. It is be- 
lieved, _ according 
to many con- 


stitutional writers, that,the courts 
would decide that the vice presi- 
dent elect would then become pres- 
ident, since he would_have been of- 
ficially chosen by the electors to 
be vice president. 


To - remove all uncertainty, the 


"lame duck" amendment contains 
theJollowing provision: 


"H a president-elect dies then the 


vice president-elect shall 
become 


president"" 


The committee comments at this 


.point as follows: - 


"It will be noted that the com- 


mittee uses the teirn, 
'president- 


elect' in its 
generally 
accepted 


sense as meaning that the person 
who has received the majority of 
the electoral votes or the person 
who has received the majority of 
the votes _ of the house of repre- 
sentatives in the event 
that the 


election is thrown mto the house." 


;Another,,' contingency -which. 'the 


"lame duck" amendment covers is 
the possible death of any of the 
three persons from whom the house 
of representatives-, must choose a 
president whenever no candidate 
has received.a majority of the votes 
of the electors, or in the case of any 
of the- two .persons 'from.'whom; the 
senate must -:choose a-:vice president 
whenever the right of choice de- 
volves .upon it.

' • Another important'' change which 
the "lame duck" amendment makes 
in-the- selection ';of a-president -and' 
vice.president, in the event-that no 
majority has been secured in-the 
electoral college,-is that the retir- 
ing congress no :longer "has a voice 
in the .matter.
